House on Marshall 


Street.. 


IT'OUGHT TO BE BETTER KNOWN. 


Further Facts About a Work of Which 


Much Has Already Been Said. A Touch- 


ing Case Last Night, charity 


and Business Combined. 


A man who stopped at the lodging 


house night before last struck out in the 
evening and begged f 2.85 before bed time. 


Superintendent Allen has tried very 


hard to have people stop giving to tramps 
and beggars and to have such cases at- 
tended to through tbe lodging house en- 
tirely, and his efforts in this direction 
ought to be more heartily seconded. The 
fact that a man can beg |2.85 on the streets 
in an evening when many an honest 
workman cannot earn that amount in two 
days speaks better for generosity of our 
people than their judgment. 


The mission of tbe lodging home and 


the mode of conducting it have been told 
many times In the papers, and yet it is 
apparent that there- are many who 
do not yet clearly understand tbe 
scheme 
in 
all 
its 
bearings. 
It 


is possible that it might be well, even 
at this late day, to call a public meeting 
for some evening and let Mr. Allen ex- 
plain tbe whole project to all interested 
sufficiently to attend. Those who hive 
watched the enterprise from the start 
know the institution is doing a good work, 
and everybody in town ought to know it. 


North Adams, aside from changing it* 


form of government, has developed city 
characteristics with wonderful rapidity 
during the past few years, and today the 
city offers a good field for the operations 
for a city missionary in looking after cases 
of destitution, resident and transient. 
One erroneous idea in connection with 
Mr. Allen'i work in this direction is that 
his specialty is feeding and lodging 
tramps, but that is not all he is doing by 
any means. He does much in this line, 
and In addition does what was never done 
in this town before by making the tramps 
pay .for what they get. This alone Is an 
excellent result, but Air. Allen does more. 
He is constantly seeking out cases of pov- 
erty and distress and finding means of 
relief. 


He and bis charitable work are be- 


coming known among the needy and he 
la getting occasional calls for assistance 
which would astonish the people of this 
city if they knew the circumstances. Only 
last night a man with his wife and young 
child called on Mr. Allen for a night's 
lodging. This man has lived in this town 
for some time, bnt got out of work and 
out of money ,the board bill for himself and 
family bad run behind and yesterday they 
were ejected from their hoarding house. 
They Went to the depot to get in out of 
the cold and passed the day with nothing 
to eat. When night came the agony 
could be «ndured no longer and the man 
bad to smother his pride and call on 
Mr. Allen for help.

station to sleep, no matter how comforta- 
ble the quarters there may be. 


It is in cases of this kind that Mr. Allen's 


work is especially valuable and he is de- 
serving of all the encouragement and aid 
that can be extended. North Adams is 
plenty large enough to have some system 
to its charities, and by recognizing this 
fact and working together through such a 
channel as Mr. Allen has opened here 
much more good can be accomplished 
than by promiscuous giving, and the 
work can be done at less expense.

DESTROYING FLAMES. 


The Village of Great Harrington Suffers 


a Serious Loss. 


The most disastrous fire in the history 


of Qreat Barrington broke out at 9.45 
o'clock last evening, and before midnight 
property estimated in the aggregate at 
$140,000 was destroyed. The blaze started 
in the second story of the Parker block 
three-story brick structure, on the corner 
of Main and Church streets. The theory 
is that it originated from the crossing of 
electric light wires, many of which en. 
tered the building from the rear. 


Col. E. J. Bliss and Robert Van Deu- 


sen were Bitting in the office of the Great 
Barrington Gazette when smoke began to 
pour into the room. The two men rushed 
down stairs to give the alarm, and had 
hard work to make their way through the 
dense clouds. They say that in five min- 
utes the Barnes which started at the rear 
of the building and shot up through the 
elevator shaft were all over the two upper 
stories. The walls of the block fell in in- 
side of half an hour. The fire spread 
quickly from the Parker block to the 
Brewer block, just south. This structure, 
which was a two-story brick building, 
was destroyed, and Mr. Parker's house on 
Church street, in the rear of bin block, 
was also burned. The Miller house, op- 
posite the Parker block, was in gre°at dan- 
ger, and much of the glass in the building 
was broken by the streams of water which 
were thrown on the building. 
The 


houses of Dr. O. W. Lane and Charles 
Brown were badly blistered, and other 
business blocks and bouses suffered from 
water. The firemen did excellent work. 
Within twenty minutes after the alarm 
was given nine stream*) were playing on 
the flames. 


The Parker block was owned by James 


B. Parker and was valued at f 35,000. 
It 


was insured for $15,000. It was occupied 
by several business concerns and the edi- 
torial oflices of the Great Barrington 
Gazette were in the building. The Brewer 
block, owned by J. A. Brewer, was valued 
at {25,000 and was insured for $20,000. Mr. 
Brewer occupied it exclusively, having a 
handsome store and carriage repository, 
His loss on bis stock Is $35,000 and be car- 
ried an insurance of $38,000. M r. Parker's 
residence, which was burned, was worth 
fSODO and was insured for $5000. 


Great Barrington and the neighboring 


village of Housatonic have suffered greatly 
from fire recently. The Berkshire house 
in Great Barrington was burned a year 
ago last spring, and last fall the Central 
block was burned at Housatonic and at 
Great Barrington. The fire department 
of the town is well organized, and tbe 
disastrous conflagrations in Great Bar- 
rington, at least, have been in noway 
due to lack of skill in fighting the fiery 
element, or to a scanty supply of water.

Necessaries of Life Scarce 


Even In Habana. 


Some Hot Engagements, In Which Troop* Ara 


Reported Victorious. 


HABANA, Jan 
16 — Information con- 


cerning the damage done bf the Insur- 
gents in the province of Plnar del Bio 
continues to strive here from various 
sources. Between Pueblo Nuevo and Bal- 
late, In that province, all the oaneflelds 
hare been burueii, and at Passo Real, La 
Hcrradurn and Los Palaclos the Insur- 
gents huvo not only burned All the railroad 
ours, but they have destroyed all the rail- 
way material of every desorip tion which 
they could lay hands on 


At Gimteiras, the insurgents burned the 


plantation of L is Vcpj and other cane- 
fields, nud »t Manl<\UMfrn4, province of 
Santa Chin, they lia\o burned the large 
store and tobacco warehoube, containing 
SOU bales of tobacco, belonging to the 
Ortiz company 


The distress in the province of Mntanzas 


and otlior places dev.istiti-d by the in- 
surgents is verv orroat, ivncl the local au 
thoritiies in \ inous districts hove been 
granted the necessary permission to col- 
lect funds bv publiu subscription for tho 
reliol of the suffeiers 


Late last evening informitlon was re 


cei\ed hero to the (fleet that tho insur- 
gents had also burtie I the village of Rio 
BUuico, in the proximo of Plnar del Rio 


The pt ices of pro\ isions, etc , are rising 


very rapidly here, .uid the expense of liv- 
ing is fully 50 percent more than it was 
a month ago At the rate things are go- 
ing, though the Soanish authorities are 
still hopeful of driving tho insurgents 
eastward and westwnrd of Habana, the 
city of Haba*n will be the moat expensive 
place in the woild to live ia 


If this Is the ease, with the insurgent 


force now in this vicinity, it may be 
judged that matters will be considerably- 
worse if tho Spanish commanders are un- 
able to check the advancj westward of 
the second Cuban army. Business is suf- 
fering terribly on all sltV^, and the mer- 
cantile community u heartily tired of the 
Insurrection and everything connected 
with it. 


Hot FlfhttBC. 


The opening of tho wires in Matanzas 


has brought intelligence of a hot engage- 
ment at Las Ghnroas, near the mountain* 
of Santa Maria, in that province. The 
column of Spanish troop* was led by Cap- 
tain Martin Sanchez, and the number of 
his troops Is placed by the official report at 
240 


The Insurgents engaged wen under the 


Gabon leaders Lacrat, Clottlde, Garcia, 
Perez and Ingleslto, and the official report 
places their number at 1800 The battle, 
It li laid, raged fiercely for two hours, the 
insurgents pursuing their usnol elnslre 
and harassing tactics. They gave way 
before the Spaniards, who finally took 
their camp, and found them 11 dead ia- 
mirgonU and five wounded. They claim 
that the insurgents also carried away 81 
wounded. The Spanish losses, according 
to the report given oat, were: One volun- 
teer killed, ftve solders wounded and 10 
missing. The subsequent movement* of 
the opposing forces are nos reported. 


Still another report of an encounter 


with Maximo Gomel at a point nsar Se- 
baruoalha* been received. This time It 
WIM (Mheml Prat, wh^jroporW that he ho* 
had an engagement with Maximo (-tomes, 
aad that he ha* alto put the Cuban forces 
to flight. No details of the engagement 
are given, nor la anything stated as to the 
amount of the losses Inflicted, bat it is 
said that Somes is proceeding westward, 
and that he goes to relieve Maceo and to 
re-enforce him. 


Spaatah Claims. 


The Spanish authorities claim that they 


have pressed Gomez hard for two days, 
and that they have succeeded in doing 
what they sought In driving htm back 
into the heart at Pinar del Bio province. 
They say that the combined forces of Go- 
mez and Maceo are now In a seriously 
compromised position, and they do not 
fail to disseminate the impression of their 
confluence that they have at last got the 
insurgents at a disadvantage, and will be 
able to prevent their escape from Plnar 
del Bio 


Much confusion is manifest in the re- 


ports plven out in this city of the move- 
ments of the insurgents and of the where- 
abouts of Hie different leaders. This is 
due piutly to the swiftness of the insur- 
gents' movements and partly to the cutting 
of wires and interruption of communica- 
tion.

One day the city treasurei 
gave his check on a bank in the Rookery 
building, where a part of the olty funds 
were deposited, for tho salaries of tho em- 
ployees of the city for a month, and re- 
quested that they send paper money. The 
amount was close to 1100,000, and the 
paying teller did not Lavs enough cur- 
rency. Ho explained the situation to on* 
of the stockholders, who was In the bank

This gentleman has since 


become ail officer of the bank, but at that 
time he was not familiar with all the tech 
nlcal terms used in the banking business 
However, he said ho thougM he oould ar 
range for the kind of money required auC 
started for the subtreasury. 


Ho explained his mission, and tho chief 


toller replied, "Certainly, we will ex 
c'laiige ciurencv for gold, but you luu&t 
send us'clean' gold." That seemed on*.v 
to the stockholder of the large bank, autl 
he ret in nod immediately and instructed 
his teller to count out (10,000 in $20 gold 
pieces. This sum ho turned over to tho 
bank's messenger and Instructed him to 
snotu'o the as»wunco of two or three clerks, 
take thu gold to the sink and wash each 
piece thoroughly 
This proceeding took 


oousideiftble time, but when it was aoooin 
ph.ihetl, tho money was put in bogs and 
smit over to the suutreasury 
The paving 


teller uf th.it institution glanced curiously 
at the water soaked bags and inquired of 
the meETboiiger how they bad been wet 
' Mr 
told us to wash the money. Ho 


said you wouldn't accept anything but 
'clean' gold," was thu reply. The teller 
smiled a deep smile, the clerks whispered 
softly to each other and smiled and the 
messenger smiled. Tho stockholder learn- 
ed what was meant in banking parlance 
by "clean" gold, but it cost the bank the 
value of the gold that was washed off and 
went to enrich the waters of tho Chicago 
river,—Chicago Times-Herald.

discounting the probability of such an 
ending to the controversy. 


The British government,, according to 


the molt recent and apparently inspired 
utterances of Us semiofficial organs, has 
turned to the policy of bringing about a 
resumption of diplomatic relations with 
the South American republic, and then 
proueeding to direct negotiations with the 
republic to determine the boundary, as 
the most feasible path by which it eon 
emerge from its position without a prac- 
tical retraction, of Lord Salisbury's refusal 
to arbitrate. 


In the light of precedents established by 


her most distinguished authorities, it is 
difficult to set- how the government of 
Venezuela can consent to enter upon any 
agreement to compromise her territorial 
claims with Great Britain, or, as it has 
been suggeotetl by recent London dis- 
patches, to part with any portion of her 
claims for a financial consideration, for no 
less an anrhoilty than Guzman Blanco 
is on record us declaring such a course to 
be distinctly unconstitutional. 


Mr. Heatwole, who has given some at- 


tention to the Venezuelan question, has 
procured a copy of an important docu- 
ment, published in 18S7 foe the govern- 
ment of Venezuela, embracing all the cor- 
respondence between its representatives 
and those of Great Britain upon diplo- 
matic mutters between the two govern- 
ments from the years 1883 to 1887, when 
the most active efforts to reach a deter- 
mination of the boundary line wen under 
way. 
. 


. The Correspondence* 


In this correspondence Venezuela re- 


peatedly afdrms by her minister of foreign 
affairs, Rufnol Seijas, and afterward by 
Guzman Blanco, acting in the capacity of 
special emoy, that it is impossible for her 
to compromise the boundary claims by 
any treaty or convention, because of the 
terms of her national legislation. It was 
her adherence to this position that largely 
frustrated the attempts to arrange a gen- 
eral treaty Between the two governments, 
and seemb to have led to the severance of 
diplomatic relations in 1887. 


This propositions was most clearly 


enunciated by Guzman Blanco in 1833, 
when in a memorandum to Lord Salis- 
bury, then foreign secretary, he says: 


Venezuela has repeatedly held forth to Great 


Britain her impossibility to alienate any part 
whatever of the territory of the republic, inch 
a thing being explicitly prohibited by the con- 
stitution , so that there remains but arbitra- 
tion for bringing the UBsputp about tha bound- 
ary to an end. 
* • 


This was partly rnTUHwer to the British 


offer of 1881—of a compromise boundary— 
and it appears further from the corre- 
spondence that the Venezuelan govern- 
ment of that duy^regarded any settlement 
by treaty involving the relinquishment of 
part of ter claims upder the constitutional 
prohibition of alienating her lands. 


The correspondence begins with a letter 


written Oct. 15, 1888, by C. E. Mansfield, 
the British minister at Caracas, who says 
that he is instructed by Lord Sranvlllo 
"to invite the serious attention of the 
Venezuelan government to the questions 
now pending between Great Britain and 
Venezuela," and "to state that it is, in 
the opinion of her majesty's government, 
desirable that an early settlement of them 
should be arrived at." 


The questions are stated to be: 
First—The boundary between Venezuela 


and British Guiana. 


Second—The differential duties Imposed 


on Imports from British colonies. 


Third—The claims of the British oredlt- 


ors of the republic. 


Mr. Mansfield 
also writes: "Her 


majesty's government considers the ques- 
tions to which Lord Granvllle refers 
should be dealt with as a whole, and I am 
Instructed to say that they attach great 
importance to the simultaneous settle- 
ment of them." 


Provisional Acceptance. 


Rafael Si jas, minister of foreign affairs, 


replies to the note, cordially accepting the 
Invitation to negotiate a treaty, bat inci- 
dentally says: 


The government was anxious to overcome 


by any meani whatever the sarions difficulty 
which the constitution or f andanuntal law of 
the republic presents to th« celebration of 
treaties on boundaries. It denies most ex- 
plicitly to its hij^i powers the faculty of alien- 
ating or ftiaking casaion of the smallest part 
of the territory under the raooRnixed domin- 
ion of the republic in no case nor manner 
whatever, even if it were as an indemnification 
ia exchange. 


Under date of March 39,1881, Mr. Mans- 


field says that he is instructed to state that 
bis government is not of the opinion that 
the boundary question should be referred to 
arbitration, and replying a few days later, 
Minister Si jas reaffirms his position that 
article 12 of the constitution of the re- 
public forbids all alienations of territory, 
and as there is a disagreement between 
the two sides as to the extent of territory 
belonging to each, the decision of an ar- 
bitrator cuuld alone determine whether 
the pretensions of this country has or has 
not any foundation. 


He refers to various instances in which 


Great Britain had submitted the question 
of limits to arbitrators, and asks her to— 
without losing sight of tha constitutional 
iltnatlon of Venezuela—kindly select and 
point out another acceptable way oC ob- 
taining a settlement of this difficulty 
which the republic so anxiously desires. 


Mr. Mansfield, writing April 8, 1881, 


questioned: "Whether a district, about 
the sovereignty of which, since the earliest 
days of the republic of Venezuela, there 
has existed a discussion with a. foreign 
power, 13 to be regarded as forming so in- 
tegral a portion of the territory of the re- 
iiubhc as to preclude the possibility within 
»'wj limits of the constitution of a rectifica- 
tion of frontier by treaty?" Continuing, 
he adds: 


I nuke UBS of the latter term with intention 
tad advisedly. The question appears to me 
one essentially of reotiScation of frontier, for 
neither in ths proposals of Lord Aberdeen, nor 
In those made by Lord GrauviUe to Senor 
Roioa, does her majesty's government suggest 
that the whole of the territory which at one 
time was assumed to bo comrTisea in oorpes- 
sesnon m inherited from tb« Dntoh should 
now be declared to be British territory.

If the republic 
yielded any pirt of her pretension, she would 
acknowledge the superiority of the British 
claim, she vrould violate the aforesaid article 
of the constitution and would incur the re- 
proaches oJ the citizens. 


All of the foregoing correspondence was 


carried on during the term of Guzman 
Blanco as President of Venezuela. In 1884 
General Blanco wont to Great Britain aa a 
special envoy to bring to a settlement the 
differences of the governments, and In a 
memorandum given to Sir Julian Pannce- 
fottt, then a secretary of the foreign office, 
he said-of the boundary question: 


The government of the republic Buds in Its 


constitution an insuperable defi to settle it any 
other way but arbitration The states of the 
confederation of Venezuela bind tuentselves 
thereinto alienate to no foreign power any 
part of their territory. Therefore, it is impos- 
sible for them to make or accept any treaty in 
which there are not recognized the same lim- 
its which in the year 1810 belonged to the 
former captaincy general of Venezuela. 


Commission Siiffffefltaa. 


Bat, in conclusion, Blanco said that 


Venezuela proposed, instead of arbitra- 
tion of a friendly power, the sentence of a 
commission of jurists, composed of per- 
sons chosen respectively by the panics. 
In a later note he explains that such a 
commission -would examine the titles of 
both nations, would decide according to 
the merits of the proofs adduced, and each 
side would have to lose the territory to 
which it had no right. 


Granville, in reply, informed him that 


the plan of a commission presented con- 
stitutional difficulties which prevented 
her majesty's government from conceding 
to it without explaining the nature of 
those difficulties, 
and the plan was 


dropped from the discussion. la Its place 
camo the general treaty, providing among 
other things, "If, as is to be deprecated, 
there shall arise any differences, they 
•hall be submitted to arbitration." 


When the treaty seemed about to be 


completed the government changed. Lord 
Salisbury succeeded Granville, and he ex- 
pressly disavowed any construction of the 
treaty or understanding by which it 
could apply to the boundary dispute, so 
the whole negotiation fell through. At 
various stages in the correspondence Gen- 
eral Blanco reiterated the constitutional 
impossibility of any settlement of the 
boundary by treaty. 


As Viewed at Washington. 


Whether President Orespo will put the 


same construction upon the constitution 
remains to be seen. A member of the 
foreign affairs committee, in discussing 
the above correspondence, said: 


"Exceptions have been taken to that 


passage of President Cleveland's letter 
which asserts that any adjustment of the 
boundary wliicu that country (Venezuela) 
may deem for her advantage and may en- 
ter into of her own free will cannot, of 
course, be objected to by the United States 
as not being in accord with the interpreta- 
tion of tha Monroe doctrine held by some 
public men, who hold that the United 
btates might be justified in objecting to 
the voluntary cession of territory by an- 
other American government to an Eurp- 
pean. 
- "Some of these critics of the message 
have foreseen a possibility that Venezuela 
might be persuaded by financial or other 
considerations to waive a large proportion 
of her territorial claims to Great Britain. 
If President Crespo interprets the consti- 
tution of his government as did Guzman 
Blanco, the necessity for any intervention 
by the United States to prevent voluntary 
relinqulshment of the raouth of the Ori- 
noco to England's control is remote." 


In Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The 
senate 


•passed the joint resolution appropriating 
175,000 to defray the expenses of a commis- 
sion to fix the boundary lino between 
Alaska and British North America. 
Mr. 


Mills addressed the senate on the house 
bond bill. 
He expressed his regret at 


having to differ with the president in his 
recommendation to cancel and withdraw 
government circulation and to substitute 
bank circulation for it. Another day was 
consumed by the house in oratory upon 
the pension appropriation bill, In the 
course of which the policy of the present 
administration toward the veterans was 
scored by both Republicans and Demo- 
crats, and defended by two or three Dem- 
ocrats. 


New York or Chicajo ? 


WASHlfroTos, Jan. 16.—The four rival 


ottles—New York, Chicago, St. Louis and 
Cincinnati—which are applicants for the 
Democratic national convention have es- 
tablished their headquarters at the Arling- 
ton, and the campaign for the prize Is be- 
ing carried on with vigor. 
It seems 


likely that the fact that it bos practically 
been decided to hold the convention later 
than usual—In July or August—will mili- 
tate against the chances of St. Louis and 
Cincinnati. The victory seems to lie be- 
tween New York and Chicago. 


Londoners Are Suspicious. 


NEW TOKK, Jan. 16.—General Balling- 


ton Booth, chief officer of the Salvation 
Army in the United States, yesterday 
pasted a bulletin announcing bin recall. 
His wife will go back to Europe with him. 
It is said that the recall grows out of an 
apprehension on the part of the London 
headquarters that General Balllngton 
Booth was trying to make the American 
Balvation Army distinct from the army 
In other parts of the world. This report 
Is, however, denied by General Balllngton 
Booth. 


Thieving SludenU. 


SCHKNECTADT, N. Y., Jan. 10.—Clarence 


C. Miller and Charles C. Humphreys, the 
Union college students who committed 
& series ef daring burglaries in this city 
last October, were arraigned in court yes- 
terday and pleaded guilty. Judge Cutler 
sentenced them to the Klmira reform- 
atory. The prisoners received their sen- 
tence with the same Indifference which 
bos characterized them since their arrest.
